He has admitted that the 
statements numbered one through five contained in the order are true 
and correct and further admits that he is illegally here as set forth 
in that order.

The respondent lias applied primarily for status as a permanent 
residenc under Section 245 of the Immigration and Nationality Act. He

approved on May 9, 1974 by the Department of Labor, as the onager of 
a store which sells imported articles from India. In that application, 
he stated that he had been employed by Bharat Enterprises in Bombay, 
India as a clerk, and later manager, between January 1967 and January 
1970, purchasing handcrafts and clothing for exports and became the 
manager and handled export documentation, custom clearances, government 
regulations as well as conducting the buying activities in this business 
which was as an exporter of handicrafts. He now frankly admits that this 
statement was false, and that he was never employed at angina by 
Eharat Enterprises in any capacity. However, that confession which he 
has now freely made came about only after he was apprised of the fact 
that a report had been received from Bharat Enterprises denying his 
statements. He stated that he obtained through a friend in India this 
false- documentation because he believed that he needed it in order to 
support his application for a labor clearance. He claimed to have had 
other related activities with his father's business during the same time 
when he was a student in school working in his father's enterprise part 
time, but apparently he realised that that experience would not qualify 
or satisfy the regulations, and so he chose to submit false information 
to support and enhance his application. 

I therefore consider his Labor Certificate as worthless, invalid, 

I cannot grunt his application for status of a permanent r esidunt 
based upon that labor certification. His application for relief under 
Section 245 will be denied.

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He has,In the alternate, requested permission to depart voluntarily 
from the United States. In view of his frank admissions today, belated 


though they were, 1 might liave been disposed to grant him su^h relief. 


However, I believe that 1 am barred by the terms of Section 101(f)(6) 


of the Immigration and Nationality Act in that he has given false testi¬ 


mony under oath before me on September 24, 1974, at which time he 


confirmed and repeated on direct examination his alleged experience in 
India. This being so, I have no alternative but to find him ineligible 
for voluntary departure and to direct his deportation to India, the 


country of bis choice. 


ORDER: IT IS ORDERED that respondent be deported from the United States 


to India on the charge contained in the Order to Show Cause.

the alien indicated that he had worked as a Store Manager in 
India. At Page 8, Line 22 to Page 9, Line 9, he indicated 
that he had done exporting and that he had started as a 
P ai i me clerk and had become like a manager in charge of 
exporting things. All of this is consistent with his later 
testimony it Page 21 to 22 that he was, in fact, employed 
in his father's business. Mr. Hesai nowhere stated under 
oath that he was employed by Bharat Enterprises. 


The Immigration Judge therefore, in denying voluntary 
departure solely because of the alien's alleged false 
testimony, was incorrect. The case should be remanded to 
the Immigration Judge, since he stated in his decision that 
he would have granted voluntary departure but for the 
alleged false testimony. Since the testimony was not false, 
the Immigration Judge should have aranted voluntary 
departure.
